NEW YORK (P-?) — “...the 
United States seems to suffer 
from a_ kind of _ international 
pre-eminence in the field of hotel 
bigotry.” 

That hardly flattering distinction 
is documented in a new Anti- 
“Two Seasons — Two faces; 
Facts You Should Know When Ar- 
ranging for Your Convention.” It 
says many hotels will welcome 
everyone when booking conven- 
tions for off-season, then will 
blatantly discriminate against 
Jews in-season. 

It used to be, says the ADL 
pamphlet, that American Jews 
confronted with a bigoted situa- 
tion would shrug it off with, ‘‘I 
don’t want to go where I’m not 
wanted.’’ Not any more, 

No More 
Complacency 

“Today,” says the pamphlet, 
“thinking Americans recognize 
that this practice is permeated 
with evil undertones. Resort own- 
ers who inflict their personal pre- 
judices upon Americans of the 
Jewish faith give them a stigma 
of second-class citizenship, Any 
area of life in which religious dis- 
crimination is permitted to flour- 
ish unexposed and unchallenged is 
a spawning ground for other kinds 
of discrimination. It does violence 
to morality and to American tra- 
ditions of equality.”’ 

It does violence to common 
Sense, too, the phamphlet points 
out. ‘For, after all, how do you 
tell a Jew?” 

Names won't help all the time, 
because “there are people of Jew- 
ish faith in every civilized coun- 
try in the world; their names, 
like all names, have slowly been 
assimilated and changed to con- 
form with the speech patterns of 
each particular country.” 

Jews In All 

Shapes, Sizes 
“ Appearance won't help, either. 
“Jews, like all Americans, come 
m every conceivable coloration 
and conformation.” 

_With almost a sigh of compas- 
sion, the ADL pamphlet suggests 
that all this “creates a very ser- 
lous problem for the intolerant 
innkeeper, In playing it safe, 
many of these resort owners have 
antagonized worthy Chrisian pa- 
rons who, unaware that such an 
odious situation even existed, have 
been appalled and repelled at the 
ignominy to which they were mis- 
takenly subjected.” 

The exchange between such a 
hotel keeper and the late George 
M. Cohan, who was not Jewish, is 
related. Cohan’s response to the 
mevitable query: “We both made 
r mistake, You thought I was a 
ew and I thought you were a 
gentleman.” 


It works the other way, too,

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Jewish Slumlords Cause Anti-Semitism, 
Flagrantly Violate Own Religion: Rabbi 


CHICAGO (P-O) — This city’s 
director of Reform congregations 
has called upon the synagogues to 
bring pressure on their own con- 
gregants who may be “‘slumlords”’ 
or otherwise contributing to the 
degeneration of urban communi- 
ties. 

Rabbi Richard G. Hirsch sounds 
the call as one point of a 10-point 
manifesto telling synagogues what 


they can do to help ‘seek the 
welfare’ of the city. 
Rabbi Hirsch points out tnat 


many slum areas were until re- 
cently home sites of Jews. As the 


Jewish families move out, new 
minorities — usually Negroes or 
Puerto Ricans — move in, ‘‘Un- 


fortunately, by the very nature of 
the transition; many of the dwel- 
lings and businesses remain in 
the possession of the original in- 
habitants,’ the Jews, Rabbi Hirsch 
points out. 

Then, ‘‘the Negroes who are be- 
ing exploited mainfest their anta- 
gonists against the landlords 
und shopowners... Responsible Ne- 
gro leaders, who are cognizant of 


the courageous stands by Jews in 
behalf of Negro rights and the 
benevolent acts of Jews in behalf 
of Negro education and security 
are now expressing uneasiness lest 
the excellent relations between 
Jews and Negroes be dissipated 
by a rising anti-Semitism.” 

On a more spiritual basis, Rabbi 
Hirsch asks, ‘‘Could any contem- 
porary descriptions apply more 
accurately to the slum owners of 
today,’’ than Job 20:18-21: 
“That which he labored for shall 
he give back 

and shall not swallow it down; 
According to the substance that 
he hath gotten 

he shall not rejoice. 

For he hath oppressed and for- 
saken the poor; 

He hath violently taken away a 
house, 

and he shall not build it up. 
Because he knew no quietness 
within him, 

In his greed he suffered nought 
to escape.

Jews born and 
riased in America, Lampell thinks, 
“cringe from identifying with the 
Jews of Europe (or cannot help 
identifying and find it agonizing) 
because they see them all as par- 
alyzed and helpless victims.” 

“TI learned,’’ Lampell says, “‘that 
Jews have too easy a taste for 
tragedy. We underestimate our 
own capacity. We underestimate 
the capacity of man.” 

He is critical that ‘tin the wave 
of books and articles about Hitler, 
Eichmann, Auschwitz and Dachau, 
virtually nothing has appeared in 
the English language telling the 
story of the Jewish resistance.”’ He 
cites sabotage coupled with unre-

Women in Israel Prison 
Show Female Crime Low 


NEW YORK (P-0) — Jewish 
women just don’t seem to get into 
the kind of trouble that leads to 
imprisonment — whether in Israel 
or the U.S. 

POST and OPINION noted with 
interest that Israel’s women’s 
prison has not had over 35 resi- 
dents at any time in the past two 
years. And, even this is not a real 
indication of serious trouble for 
some Israeli women, since the 
girls over there are sent to the 
prison for terms as short as a 
single day. 

Women stay out of both prisons 
and other places in the U. S. 
where shorter terms are served, 
too. A spokesman for the New 
York Department of Corrections, 
Sam Badian, notes that most 
crimes women are involved in — 
prostitution, robbery, etc. — are 
to finance such as the narcotics 
habit. That habit just isn’t one of 
the failmgs of Jewish women, gen- 
erally.

Study Shows Synagogue Attendance 
Lowest With Youth, College Grads 


DETROIT. (P-O) — Notwith- 
standing reports of a Jewish sur- 
vival only a small minority of 
Detroit Jews regularly attends 
synagogue, and they’re mostly the 
older folks. 


That is the finding of Dr. Ger- 
hard Lenski, professor of sociolo- 
gy at the University of Michigan, 
after a close look at Detroit reli- 
gious groups. Results of the study 
are reported in “The Religious 
Factor,’ published by Doubleday. 


“The synagogues of Detroit 
could be virtually deserted in an- 
other generation except on High 
Holy Days,” says Lenski. Still, 
he sees signs that American Ju- 
daism could take an upswing. “If 
Americanization contributes to in- 
creasing involvement in religious 
associations, the Jewish group has 
more to gain than any other ma- 





jor group...” 





Pogroms, Israel War, Reduce 
Libya’s Jewish Community 


TRIPOLI, LIBYA (P-O) — Per- 
secution and emmigration have 
reduced the Jewish population of 
this member nation of the Arab 
League to around 4,000 — about 
the same as it was a century ago, 
reports the World Jewish Con- 
gress, 

The Jewish population reached a 
peak of more than 29,000 in 1937. 
Then, in 1938, racial laws were 
introduced by the then-Italian ad- 
ministrators of this presently in- 
dependent nation. Italian nation- 
ality was revoked, the Jewish com- 
munities lost their legal status and 


their cultural institutions were 
Closed. Jews were not permitted 
to own businesses in the Euro- 
pean quarters of the various towns. 
With the oytbreak of World War 
II, thousands of young Jews were 


forcibly drafted to build fortifica- 
tions. Later, all Jewish men be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 42 were 
taken from Tripoli to desert con- 
centration camps, while women 
and children were subject to a 
Special curfew. 
World War I 
Took Its Toll 

To add to the Jewish communi- 
ty’s wartime miseries, the World 
Jewish Congress notes, bombard- 
ment did heavy damage to the 
Jewish quarters of many Libyan 
towns. Then the Germans entered 
the North African theater of war... 
Even with the defeat of the fas- 
tists, Libyan Jews continued to 
ee Despite the presence of 
ae troops in Tripolitania in 
45, a large-scale pogrom killed 





hundreds and destroyed Jewish 


property. 

Three years later, Tunisian 
Arabs on their way to fight in 
Palestine set upon their Jewish 
neighbors first, killing individuals, 
desecrating synagogues and de- 
stroying private property. 

By 1948, continues the World 
Jewish Congress report, one-third 
of the Jews in Tropoli and more 
than half those in the interior had 
been so ravaged economically that 
they required direct relief. Many 
earned meagre livelihoods by 
peddling, leaving their homes at 
the beginning of the week and re- 
turning before sundown on Fri- 
day — but many never returned 
as the war in Israel proceeded; 
their bodies were found in the de- 
ert. 

Arabs Continue to 
Oppress Jews 

Now, the administrative coun- 
cils of Jewish communities and 
their schools have been arbitrari- 
ly closed. Still, reports World 
Jewish Congress official Dr. Nehe- 
miah Robinson, the Jews remain- 
ing in Libya generally “live un- 
molested, although subject to re- 
strictions concerning travel abroad 
and communication with foreign 
countries, in particular Israel. 
Libya, as a number of the Arab 
League, 
communicitions with Israel. The 
social and sports clubs of the 
Jews have been closed.”’ 

And, Egyptian propagandists are 
having a field day in the Libyan 
press and racio. Egyptian teach- 
ers now “are dominant in the 
schools,” Dr, Robinson found.

Dr. Lenski and his associates 
found that weekly synagogue at- 
tendance is claimed by only 12 
per cent of those queried. Anoth- 
er 20 per cent attend at least once 
a month, and 56 per cent go just 
on High Holy Days. Another 12 
per cent don’t attend at all. 

College - trained Jews attend 
synagogue less frequently than 
non-college Jews, Lenski reports. 
Also, ‘‘while 28 per cent of Jews 
aged 60 and over reported regu- 
lar attendance at synagogue, the 
figure dropped to 14 per cent for 
persons aged 40 to 59, and to 3 
per cent for adults under 40.” 

Synagogue attendance was 
found to be most frequent of all 
among “first generation and work- 
ing class Jews.”’ 

Jewish attitudes toward other 
faiths — and theirs toward Jews 
— were also probed. “The Jews 
were somewhat less critical of the 
Protestants than were the Catho- 
lics, and they were also somewhat 
less critical of the Catholics than 
were the Protestants. This rela- 
tively favorable image was recip- 
rocated by the white Protes- 
tants but not by the Catholics, 
who were much more critical of 
the Jews than of the Protestants.”’ 

Jews are predominantly Demo- 
cratic, .Lenski suggests. Thus, 
“Jewish respondents were the 
least likely to say they were Re- 
publicans, and the more likely to 
say they were independents.”’ Jews 
are also said to be in favor of the 
“welfare state’? and most likely to 
endorse the United Nations. “‘The 
Jewish tendency toward inter- 
nationalism is something which

Jews were-also found to have 
the lowest divorce rate, but to 
be also “‘least critical of drinking, 
divorce and Sunday business, and 
relatively uncritical also of gam- 
bling and birth control. 

Jews are inclined toward intel- 
lectual autonomy — thinking for 
themselves — rather than to in- 
tellectual heteronomy — obedience 
to the dictates of others, 
Lenski reports. Also, Jews are 
“the least likely to feel that there 
is any conflict between the teach- 
ings of science and those of their 
religious group, with 74 per cent 
expressing this view.”

Conversely, some Israeli wom- 
en can find themselves behind 
bars of reasons which wouldn’t 
apply here. Thus, one inmate of 
the Israeli women’s prison, is there 
for not paying her bills; another 
was imprisoned for non-support of 
her ailing husband. 

Arab Moral Code 
Source of Trouble 

The figures for women’s impris- 
onment in Israel include Arabs, 
too, who sometimes find their mor- 
al code in conflict with the Israeli 
law. One woman got a life sen- 
tence for murdering her pregnant, 
unmarried daughter. Another Arab 
prisoner killed her own _ illegiti- 
mate twin children. 

Although prostitution is not il- 
legal in Israel, most of its women 
prisoners are prostitutes — who 
were sentenced for some other 
crime, said to be usually rob- 
bery. This leads the Jerusalem 
Post to conclude: The Jewish 
women’s crimes were aginst their 
own families for violation of fami- 
lial codes. 

Jewish Juvenile 
Delinquency 

Israeli women prisoners are per- 
mitted to have their children with 
them up to the age o ftwo. As 
for other youngsters who find 
themselves behind bars on their 
own, penologists attribute it to to- 
tally different causes in the U.S. 
versus Israel. 

Israeli juvenile delinquents are 
said to be underprivileged youth 
who steal, generally, for real eco- 
nomic reasons — they’re often 
from desperately poor new immi- 
grant families from Oriental coun- 
tries. 

Jewish youth who get into trou- 
ble in the U.S., on the other hand, 
are recently coming increasingly 
from quite comfortable surround- 
ings. The reasons for their way: 
wardness are said to be purely 
social and psychological — indeed. 
Jewish youths accused of thefi 
have been shown to be entirely 
without economic motive, and t 
even in some instances have cas: 
ually thrown away ill - gotten 
money.

It is possible that in the months 
since that piece appeared he has 
changed his views somewhat on 


that subject, but Rabbi Klein 
makes a case, from the research 
he has made into past Jewish 
practice, for returning to the use 
of alcohol in the temple for the 
various simchas, which he says 
some Reform temples have been 
forbidding, in imitation, he feels, 
of those Protestant groups which 
frown on the use of any intoxicat 
ing drinks at all. 


Rabbi Klein points to the very 
low percentage of alcoholics among 
the Jewish people and to their 
stress on moderation, not only 
in drinking ~-but in all phases of 
living — almost as though to say it 
is as sinful not to drink a little 
as it is to drink too much. He 
concluded that this attitude has 
hitherto and should continue to 
keep our people on the right path 
and away from the bane of this 
civilization, the high incidence of 
alcoholism. 

I'm sorry but I can’t buy that. 


Sure there has been a fine record 
up to recent times among our co- 
religionists, but I must question, 
first of all, his reference to a study 
by the Yale Center of Alcohol 
Studies as proof of our present 
position. It seems that among first 
admissions with alcoholic psyco- 
sis per 100,000 to the New York 
State Hospital System, the Irish 
were way at the top with 25.6 and 
the Jewish group way down at the 
bottom with 0.5. Others in between 
included the Italian with 4.8 and 
English with 4.3. 


The only trouble with this fine 
record is that it dates back to 
1929-31. I have little doubt that. 
as the Jewish group has taken on 
the ways of the general popula- 
tion their rate has risen in due

As a result of the double-stan- 
dard he criticizes, Picheny said 
“we lack convictions and commit- 
ment and have very little identi- 
fication with causes — human, 
democratic and Jewish — nor do 
we sacrifice and work for the 
ideals represented by the causes.”’ 
He listed seven basic values in the 
Jewish tradition in his discourse 
at a conference sponsored by the 
magazine Jewish Currents: 

‘1. Respect for the individual 
and personal integrity. Throughout 
Jewish sacred and secular litera- 
ture, one finds emphasis on the 
sanctity of the human being. 

“2. Respect for difference and 
tolerance of all points of view... 

**3. Social justice and equality... 

“4. Education for its own sake... 

“5. Humility... my 

*6. Mutual responsibility... 

“7, Optimism. The feeling that, 
despite all the sorrows and troub- 
les that Jewish people have been 
subjected to, in the end every- 
thing will turn out fine...” 

Americans Don’t 
Live Up to Ideals 

And how do these traditions 
shape up in their real-life appli- 
cation today? Not very well for 
the American people as a whole, 
Picheny suggests: 

‘Democracy — You yourselves 
can probably detail the many in- 
fringements upon freedom of 
speech, press, assembly which 
have taken place during the past 
decade and are taking place today. 

“Equality — What we say about 
integration and what we do about 
it are quite different both in the 
North and in the South. The lack

MUNICH, West Germany. — No 
one who is in Germany can pos- 
sibly escape the memories of the 
holocaust. And the government is 
not trying to hide anything. On 
the contrary, its representatives 
participate in memorials dedicated 
to the victims of Nazism, and an- 
niversaries of the liberation are 
scrupulously observed. 

Yet, when one comes to Munich 
and is inevitably taken to the 
Dachau concentration camp site, 
he hears stories of attempts to 
“hide the facts.” 

Dachau is located at the city 
of Dachau, about 30 kilometers 
from Munich, and the residents 
in that village are quite naturally 
sensitive about the linking of their 
name with the atrocities. Many 
of the residents insist they knew 
nothing about the camp and the 
activities in it. 

A Dachau camp survivor was 
blunt in his answer. ‘“‘Don’t believe 
them, he said. ‘Just follow me 
along the path we traversed from 
the camp to the underground mu- 
nitions plant where we were forced 
into slave labor. No one could 
possibly have missed seeing the 
march of the slave laborers. Often 
we carried along that three-mile 
path, which we walked daily to 
and from the underground factory, 
carrying bodies of the dead who 
could not survive the slave-driving 
in the plants.” 

‘‘Furthermore,’’ he added, “‘let’s 
get near the camp, see the ovens, 
view the canal around the vamp 
and the electrified barbed wire 
fence all erected by the imprison- 
ed Jews themselves to prevent 
their escape, It was impossible 
for the villagers not to smell the 
stench that came from the burned 
bodies. The evidence against war- 
time Germany is right here — 
at Dachau.”’ 

Munich’s pre-war Jewish popu- 
lation numbered more than 30,000. 
Only 3,000 Jews remain here today. 
Nearly half of them are East Eu- 
ropean Jews who remained here 
after their liberation from Dachau. 
Several hundred are _ returnees 
from Dachau. Several hundred are 
returnees from Israel and other 
countries who came here to collect 
the pensions and indemnifications 
due them. 

In 1948, during Israel’s War of 





the Israeli forces, birtually under 
the eyes of the Arabs, to open a 
way to Jerusalem, which has been 
cut off by the enemy for almost 
three months. When the first 
truckload of supplies arrived in 
the city, the people were asked: 
“What else can we send you?” 
Their reply: ‘‘Send us our Phil- 
harmonic.”’ 

Under cover of night and 
through enemy fire, the Israel 
Philharmonic sped to Jerusalem 
and gave a concert for the be- 
sieged and music hungry people 
of Jerusalem. 


Now, thirteen years later, as 
Israel observes its Bar Mitzvah 
year, the highways of Israel are 
filled with people from all over 
the world attending two distin- 
guished musical events that will 
help place Israel in the forefront 
of the world’s great music centers. 


On August 26th, Jerusalem was 
the scene of the opening of the 
three week First Israel Music 
Festival that continues until Sep- 
tember 16th, a series ot twenty 
concerts in Tel-Aviv, Haifa, Ein 
Gev and ancient Caesarea, as well 
as Jerusalem, that has brought 
many of the world’s greatest mu- 
sical artists to Israel to perform 
with the Israel Philharmonic Or- 
chestra and the Rinat Choir. 

In Israel for the Festival are 
the legendary Pablo Casals and 
such noted American artists as 
Isaac Stern, Rudolf Serkin, Mau- 
reen Forrester, Leonard Rose, 
Eugene Istomin and the Budapest 
String Quartet. Also present is the 
celebrated Jewish composer, Da- 
rius Milhaud, who conducted the 
Israel Philharmonic Orchestra and 
the Rinat Choir at the opening 
of the Israel First Music Festival 
in the world premiere of his new 
cantata for mixed choir and cham- 
ber orchestra, ‘Bar Mitzvah Is- 
rael,””’ a number expecially com- 
missioned for the Festival. 

The Festival will be immediate- 
ly followed by the Pablo Casals 
Third International Violoncello 
Competition which will open in 
Jerusalem on September 23rd. 
Over fifty of the world’s leading 
young cellists will compete for 
prizes in this competition before 
an international jury of the world’s 
foremost cellists that includes Ca- 
sals himself,

A REPORT ON GERMANY — 


Competition are jointly sponsored 
by the American-Israel Cultural 
Foundation and the Israel Govern- 
ment Tourist Corporation. It is no 
secret that both parties hope this 
1961 musical jubilee will be the 
first of many such similar festi- 
vals, and that an annual festival, 
comparable to such regular events 
as the Salzburg Festival, may be 
the result. 


But whatever the future may 
hold, this First Music Festival in 
Israel provides as high a standard 
of music as any event of its kind 
throughout the world. In addition 
to the Milhaud world premiere, for 
which the soloist will be Maureen 
Forrester, other highlights of the 
three week festival are: Pablo 
Casals playing the Beethoven So- 
nata in D Major for Cello and 
Piano (Op. 102) a unique trio com- 
posed of three great American s9- 
loists, Isaac Stern at the violin, 
Eugene Istomin at piano and Le- 
onard Rose at the oello; the Buda- 
pest String Quartet playing all six- 
teen of Beethoven’s string quar- 
tets; and Rudolf Serkin playing 
an all Mozart program with mem- 
bers of the Israel Philharmonic 
under the direction of Alexander 
Schneider, who is Musical Direc- 
tor of the Israel First Music 
Festival. 


The native Israel components of © 
the Festival are the members of 
the Israel Philharmonic Orchestra 
and the Rinat Choir conducted by 
the young Israeli, Gary Bertini. 
One of the twenty concerts will 
be a concert of Israel music play- 
ed by Israeli artists. 


The story of the Festival and 
the Casals Competition began al- 
most a year ago with a private 
concert in the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. David Rockefeller at which 
a hundred persons paid $500 a 
ticket to hear Pablo Casals break 
a self-imposed exile to play his 
first American concert in 24 years 
for the benefit of the Israel musi- 
cal events. With this as a begin- 
ning, the Festival and Competition 
were planned; today they are a re- 
ality. 


In sponsoring the Music Festival 
and Casals Competition, the Amer- 
ica-Israel Cultural Foundation has 
undertaken its most impressive 
and imaginative effort in Israel. 
Previously its major efforts in the 
field of cultural exchange were 
bringing Israel attractions to the 
United States — the American 
tours of the Israel Philharmonic 
and the Inbal dancers, the great 
“Land of the Bible’ archaeological 
exhibition at New York’s Metro- 
politan Museum and Washinton’s 
Smithsonian; and the ‘‘froms from 
Israel’? exhibit which toured six- 
teen American museums during a 
two year period. 


Samuel Rubin, the Foundation’s 
president explains: ‘Cultural ex- 
change is a two way process, and 
the American-Israel Cultural Foun- 
dation is pleased to be able to 
help make possible the Israel First 
Music Festival and the Casals In- 
ternational Violoncello Competition 
in Israel. The creation of a true 
and great music festival in Israel 
is certainly within the Founda- 
tion’s area of interest, and we 
trust that we may be establishing 
a precedent that will continue 
through the years. In the past we 
have helped send individual ar- 
tists to Israel to play with the 
Israel Philharmonic and other 
musical groups; now, we have 
helped create a musical event that 
may well become a tradition in a 
few short years.”

tence. 


Haifa Orchestra 
Not in Same Class 
The Haifa Orchestra never 
considered itself in the same class 
as the I.P.0. It rendered the na- 
tion a musical service of a dif- 
ferent kind ‘‘While the I. P. O. was 
gaining world headlines, the Haifa 
group was busy touring its own 
country, bringing live music to 
kibbutzim and villages up in the 
mountains of Galilee or deep in 
the wilds of the desert. It 
was a job which the I.P.0. could 
not do because of its size and the 
expenses involved, but the devot- 
ed Haifa musicians found their 
function most satisfying. 


An orchestra can not run on 
applause only, however, and the 
Haifa group scheduled city ap- 
pearances as well, always being 
careful not to conflict with the ap- 
pearances of its big sister. Tel 
Aviv is the musical center of the 
country, of course, and the Haifa 
Orchestra asked for permission to 
use the great Fredric Mann Au- 
ditorium when the I.P.0. was not 
in town. An appearance in this 
hall, with a distinguished guest 
soloist from abroad, would do 





much to fill Haifa’s depleted cof- 
fers — and at the same time give 
Tel Aviv musie lovers further op- 
portunity to hear good music. Not 
everyone can hear the Philhar- 
monic. Much to their amazement, 
permission to rent the hall was re- 
fused, at any rental! 


Haifa Musicians 
Barred 

When the I.P.0. was abroad for 
a lengthy period, application was 
again made, and again refused. 
Yet during the I.P.0.’s absence 
from Israel, the Mann Auditorium 
was used by the London Sym- 
phony Orchestra and the Neth- 
erlands Chamber Music Orches- 
tra, among others. The musicians 
from Haifa were not allowed in, 
even if they brought a “star” con- 
ductor or soloist. They had to seek 
inferior and smaller facilities for 
their petformances. The discrim- 
ination was so flagrantly unfair 
as to lead the music critic of 
Israel’s leading paper, Haaretz, 
to take up cudgels in behalf of 
the musicians* from the Carmel 
city. It was of no avail, 


I sought out the spokesman of 
the I.P.0. and asked for an ex- 
planation. He was quite blunt with 
me. The Fredric Mann Auditorium 
was built for the I.P.0.; much 
of the construction cost was be- 
ing paid for by the I.P.0., and 
they therefore considered the hall 
theirs. They would not permit any 
other orchestra, which might be 
considered competition, to use it. 
Musically, he added, they did 
not consider the Haifa group in 
the same class with them; they

Zionists and Non-Zionists 
Exchange Positions Again

The shrill optimism and the 
smug complacency concerning the 
future of American Jewry (of 
which I discussed in my last col 
umn) is not as 
universal as one 
would think. 
Discor d-

ish Committee. 

In the distant 





M. Z. Frank past, when Zion- 
ists used to 
think, Zionist thinkers differed 


from non-Zionists in their evalua- 
tion of the Jewish position in the 
Diaspora. Zionists warned that the 
position of the Jews of Europe was 
precarious. Herzl saw in the anti- 
Jewish sentiment in Fra nce 
during the Dryefus Aaffair seventy- 
five years ago and in the Kishinev 
pogrom of 1903 the sinister fore- 
bodings of much worse things to 
eome. Non-Zionists and anti-Zion- 
ists — and even the father of Cul- 
tural Zionism Ahad Ha-am, coun- 
selled faith in progress. 

Today, Zionist spokesmen in 
America insist that the tragedy of 
European Jewry, which turned out 
to be much more horrible than 
Herzl anticipated, is no criterion 
for judging America, or for that 
matter, any but the most back- 
ward countries in the world, and 
have adopted a diluted sort of 
Ahad Ha-am’s philosophy — Cul- 
tural Zionism without much Jewish 
culture. 

On the other hand, the spokes- 
man of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, long considered to be the 
stronghold of anti-Zionism, speaks 
as if he had taken out a leaf 
from Herzl: . 

The role of “Jewish success”’ in 
its historic perspective deserves 
our concern. In the United States 
we are fabulously well off in 
many respects. The Jews of 
America occupy the best position 
of any Jewry in history. Looking 
into this history there arises a 
worrisome correlation, Success 
and prosperity in so many in- 
stances have been followed by 
danger and even persecution. In 





the long and winding history of 
the Jew, we have seen reversals, 
sometimes sudden ones, from 
heights of dignity and security 
and affluence down to the depths 
of desperation, discrimination, 
and persecution. (Committee Re- 
port, May 1961) 

Mr. Slawson then goes on to cite 

the examples of France seventy- 
five years ago, of Germany under 
the Weimar Republic and of So- 
viet Russia for the first fifteen 
years after the Revolution — ‘‘and 
what happened subsequently. He 
observes: 
These examples lead to frightful 
questions: Is the threshold of ac- 
ceptance a limited one? Is there 
acorrelation between suc- 
cess and extrusion? 


In economic status, the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee is, more or 
less a monolithic group: none of 
the members rides an interurban 
bus, say, between New York and 
Chicago. But ideologically, the 
membership represents a pretty 
wide spectrum: from Jacob Blau- 
stein, of whom Ben-Gurion says 
that he has done no less for the 
State of Israel than the President 
of the World Zionist Organization 
(and to whom he re-issued his no- 
torious Magna Carta to the Barons 
of American Jewry) to some who 
are members of the American 
Council for Judaism. The position 
of Dr. Slawson, Executive Vice- 
President of the Committee, has 
not been reputed to be closest to 
Blaustein’s side of the spectrum. 
Nevertheless, it was he who ut- 
tered warnings which Ben-Gurion 
himself has crossed his heart many 
times not to bring to his lips and 
has even warned other Israelis not 
to use as arguments. 

The classical Zionist position has 
been that the economic position as 
middlemen is pregnant with dan- 
gers and that it becomes especially 
perilous when a country undergoes 
any upheaval economic, na- 
tional, religious, cultural or psy- 
chological. Ber Borochov, the lead- 
ing theoretician of Socialist Zion- 
ism, and Max Nordau, famous in 
his day as the leading critic of 
European civilization, and Herzl’s 
right hand man, had they lived te 
day, would have endorsed Slaw- 
son’s following words: 

This development (in the new 





were not true competition. They 
should restrict themselves to 
chamber music, or to a repem 
tcire not covered by the I.P.O....

And so, the ban remained. The 
Israel Philharmonic continued <o 
make world headlines, and to 
gather capacity audiences at its 
Tel Aviv, Haifa and Jerusalem 
concerts, The Haifa Symphony 
continued its mission of bringing 
music to the backwoods areas. 
Funds dwindled away and 
this week it appeared that the 
Haifa orchestra, burdened with 
debts, owing many months of sal- 
ary to its players, barred from 
use of Tel Aviv’s Mann Auditor- 
ium, was finally going broke and 
was due for disintegration. The 
supremacy of the I.P.0. was to 
be preserved. 


Meanwhile, as the music critic 
of Haaretz again pointed out, the 
Mann Auditorium was dark night 
after night when the I.P.0. was 
out of town. Unable to cover its 
maintenance costs because of lack 
of sufficient rentals, the deficit of 
the Auditorium was due to be cov- 
ered by Tel Aviv’s taxpayers.

states — mzf) is putting a ter- 
rific squeeze on the cosmopolitan 
middle class, the enterpreneur. 
The Jews of Egypt, Morocco, 
Cuba and eventually Algeria, 
who for the most part belong to 
the economic middle class, are 
being squeezed out by this world- 
wide revolution. 

Dr. Slawson does not recom- 
mend aliyah from America as a 
solution. His conclusions are 
guardedly optimistic as regards 
the United States — after a solemn 
warning that 

In the United States, as well as 
in all parts of the world, there 

is one common factor of danger 
— the danger of crisis, with its 

attendant frustrations, anguish 
and feeling of betrayal. 

Underlying all this is the ac- 
ceptance of the basic Zionist tenet, 
which even American Zionists ac- 
cept, of the indivisibility of Jewish 
destiny throughout the world and 
through all the ages. From that to 
a concern with Jewish cultural sur- 
vival the road is inevitable. I 
shall have to leave the discussion 
of that topic for another column. 

From the point of view of ideol- 
ogy, Dr. Slawson’s ‘‘Guidelines’’ 
ponstitute a more important Zion- 
ist document than anything pro- 
duced by official Zionist spokes- 
men since the establishment of the 
State of Israel. 

Just a little footnote about Ben- 
Gurion’s Magna Carta: He com- 
mits the State of Israel to honor- 
ing the American passports of 
American Jews and to refrain 
from employing the Eichmann kid- 
nappers for spreading a dragnet 
in the United States to capture the 
the sons and daughters of daugh- 
ters of Hadassah members to press 
them into building the Negev.

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Are Synagogue Statistical Findings Fact Or Merely Fiction?

The dictionary indicates that the 
word ‘statistics’ is defined as 
“the science that deals with the 
collection and tabulation of facts.” 

Since the 
words “sci- 
enc e’”’ and 
“facts’’ appear 
in this defini- 
tion there are 
those who will 
try to find the 
answer to any 
synagogue 
Problem 
by quoting a sta- 
tistic. 

There seem to be an equal num- 
ber of people who are always sus- 
picious of statistics and among this 
group are those who will throw 
up the old saw that ‘“‘while sta- 
tistics do not lie, statisticians do’’. 
Whether you swear by or at sta- 
tistics and those that compile them, 
they are at the base of most re- 
search undertakings and it is 
through research that we are able 
to begin to analyse some of the 
problems facing the contempor- 
ary synagogue and then attempt 
some solution. 

National Jewish organizations 
have been doing statistical sur- 
veys for a long time but it has 
only been in the last decade or 
so that the national synagogual 
bodies have launched a regular 
and systematic program of statis- 
tical research. In the Reform 
movement it began in 1956 with 
the National Association of Temple 
Administrators and the Union of

American Hebrew Congregations 
issuing Synagogue Research Sur- 
vey No. 1 on ‘Congregational 
Budgets and Membership Income’’. 
This was followed by ‘Religious 
Services and Ceremonies” that 
same year and Survey No. 3 on 
“Congregational Boards and Com- 
mittees appeared in 1957. ‘‘Tem- 
ple Facilities and Their Uses’”’ was 
the title of Survey No. 4 and it 
appeared in 1958 while ‘Cemetery 
Operations and Procedures’ was 
the subject of Survey No. 5 which 
appeared in May 1960. In the Fall 
of 1961 Survey No. 6 comes out 
and it will be a follow-up and 
comparison of the first research 
project on congregational finance. 


Another affiliate of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions launched a _ regular 
search and survey program in 
1958 — the National Association 
of Temple Educators. In their first 
publication they did an analysis 
of the duties, personnel practices, 
and position of the Temple Edu- 
cator. The following year Educa- 
tional Research Survey No. 2 dealt 
with a detailed study of Confir- 
mation in Reform congregations. 
They have now published their 
most ambitious and most compre- 
hensive report — ‘‘Religious School 
Organization and Administration” 
and as its author, Alan D. Ben- 
nett, Educational Director of Mt. 
Zion Temple, St. Paul, Minn., indi- 
cates, ‘“‘The present study goes 
far beyond it predecessors, both in 
scope of coverage and in attention 
to detail.’’

Wants Clean-Up of Kashrut Racket 


Done Among 


I read with interest your news 
item relating to the comments of 
Rabbi David Hill on his assump- 
tion of the Presidency of Young 
Israel. Rabbi Hill chose the oc- 
casion to attack the Conserva- 
tive Movement for becoming in- 
yolved in Kashrut supervision. He 
js quoted as saying that it is 
“shameful that the Conservatives 
use Orthodox-trained men, who 
join their ranks for other than 
jdeological reasons, to present a 
facade of Orthodoxy before State 
Commissioners of Kashrut’’. 


Allow me to wish Rabbi Hill 
well upon his mission with Young 
Israel. However, I would suggest 
to him that he take a second look 
at the state of affairs of Kashrut 
in America, and attack where at- 
tack is overdue. 


No one can deny that until very 
recently the Kashrut field was the 
sole domain of Orthodoxy. It is to 
the record of Orthodoxy in this 
field that Rabbi Hill could well 
address himself. Before he casts 
aspersions upon ‘Orthodox-train- 
ed men who join their ranks for 
other than ideological reasons’’, 
Rabbi Hill would do well to exam- 
ine the economic realities which 
have been at play within Ortho- 
doxy for these many years. I won- 
der how many men involved in 
the mechanics of Kashrut have 
done rather well for themselves 
at the expense of public observ- 
ance of Kashrut. I refer to the 
rabbis who freely offer ‘“‘hechsher- 
im” on diaper-wash, salt, sugar. 
I refer to organizations who give 
and take “‘hechsherim’”’ with fees 
rather than ingredients as the 
main concern. 


To quote from the ‘“‘Jewish Spec- 
contemporary ‘‘mechallely hash- 
em’’ who are ritually so observ- 
ant that they will not spell ‘‘God 
or Lord’”’ in the accepted manner, 
lest they ‘‘take the name of God 
in vain’, belong to the most arti- 
culate self-styled ‘‘Torah-t rue 
Jews”. Among their leaders are 
Kashrut manipulators and violat- 
ors whose ruthlessness would do 
credit to waterfront racketeers. 
The quality of this kind of ‘“Torah- 
true” Judaism is also illustrated 
by the fact that whenever these 
“big time’? Kashrut purveyors are 
involved in litigation with their 
own kind, they resort to the secu- 
lar court — and not to the judg- 
ment of a Beth Din to whose au- 
thority “Torah-true Jews’? must 
resort in litigations with ‘Torah- 
true Jews’’. 


I see before my eyes a sign in 
a hotel lobby telling guests that 
the hotel was under a well known 
Kashrut supervision, but that this 
supervision did not extend to the 
Bar and swimming pool.

“Torah-true” Judaism as it could 
Possibly be. Now, I read, the sup- 
ervision has been withdrawn. 
Please tell us, Rabbi Hill, what 
happened? If Rabbi Moshe Shap- 
iro of Atlantic City tells us a 
hotel is Kosher, and it has a U 
(an endorsement carefully adher- 
ed to by observers of Kashrut;, 
and then the U is withdrawn and 
Rabbi Shapiro still Says it is Kosh- 
are the economic facts of the sit- 
uation?

Segregation; Says 
Follow Biblical Morals

You have performed an excel- 
lent service in making available 
the viewpoint of Jewish students 
concerning Jewish values, and 
their various levels of affiliation 
with Judaism. Several friends of 
mine and myself at City College 
have discussed these articles, and 
we were especially impressed with 
the letter from Ronnie Borod of 
Princeton and Ronnie Weinberg of 
Harvard. 


I agree with your editorial when 
you state that Jewish values and 
practices should be made mean- 
ingful to Jews today, but neither 
I nor others have talked to share 
your fear that “Jews will become 
like eVeryone else.” In America 
every citizen has his own religion, 
and that may be Catholicism, Pro- 
testantism, Judaism, or no re- 
ligion at all if he so chooses. On 
other levels Americans are very 
much alike, they have similar po- 
litical interests, eat the same 





kinds of food, watch the same tele. 
vision programs, and go to the 
same movies. Americans have the 
same heroes — Buffalo Bill, Abra- 
ham Lincoln, Robert E. Lee. I 
hope that you do not mean that 
American Jews ought to have a 
separate set of heroes, or eat dif- 
ferent kinds of food, or have sep- 
arate television programs. This 
involves “‘not’’ being like everyone 
else, but it doesn’t make anyone 
a better Jew. 

To be a good Jew, I think, a 
person should observe the moral 
and ethical precepts of Judaism 
to be found in the Bible, should 
celebrate the Jewish holy days, 
and generally strive to be a good 
person, The other phases of our 
lives, such as where we work, 
what we do for recreation, who 
our friends ere, will be molded by 
our environment. The _ environ- 
ment, fortunately, is the American 
environment and here we are free

Brings Indignant “Shame” 


NEW YORK (P-O) — The in- 
dignant widow of Rabbi Normaln 
Salit, former president of the Sy- 
nagogue Council of America, re- 
veals a letter written to POST and 
OPINION by the Rabbi — but un- 
disclosed until now because he 
didn’t want to harm Israeli fund 
raising. 

The voices in defense of the Is- 
raeli Arab seem weak coming only 
from the grave — and, today, from 
the small but fiery Ihud move- 
ment of Israel dedicated to Arab- 
Israeli reapprochment. Ihud re- 
news the charges of Israel exploi- 
tation of Arabs Rabbi Salit made 
in 1958. 

.. Didn’t Want Harm 
.. To Israel Bond: Drive 

Rabbi Salit’s three-year-old let- 
ter calls for fair Israeli handling 
of the problem of Jewish squatters 
on property fled by Arabs in war- 
time. “‘He refrained from mailing 
it to you at the time,’”’ Mrs, Salit 
tells the POST and OPINION, 
“because he did not want Israel 
to suffer any repercussions since 
the UJA drive for Bonds for Is- 
rael was about to be launched.” 
But now, Mrs. Salit adds, ‘the 
exact same conditions still prevail, 
despite all promises.”’ 

Those ‘‘exact same conditions” 
are continued Israeli refusal to 
evict Jewish occupants of Arab 
expatriates property, or — as Ihud 
charges — to save Arabs from 
still further encroachment by ex- 
panding Jewish settlements. 

Many Arabs who would return to 
their property are impoverished 
without it — although still liable 
for Israeli taxes on it. Meanwhile, 
Rabbi Salit charged, the squatters 
profit through non - payment of 
rent, or very small rentals, and 
freedom from taxes. 

The Arab victims, Rabbi Salit 
charged, are deprived not only 
of the use of their property, but 
also can’t sell it because of squat- 
ter encumberance. All this, the 
Rabbi declared, “‘is in outright vi- 
Olation of a flat Biblical injuction. 
If justice is to be respected and to 
prevail, it must be evenheaded; 
there cannot be two standards of 
equity...”’ 


Why Arabs Are 
Suspicicus 

The voices of Rabbi Salit and 
his window join the indignant tones 
of Israel’s Ihud, reporting on Arab 
response to the so-called ‘‘Agricul- 
tural Lands Consolidation Law’”’ 
introduced in the Knesset by Mo- 
she Dayan, Minister of Agricul- 
ture. 


The Law’s avowed _ purpose, 


write Dr. §S, Shereshevsky~” in 
‘‘Ner’’, Ihug’s organ, is: ‘‘The con- 
solidation of scattered land-hold- 
‘ngs into greater viable units with- 
‘n the vicinity of residence of the 
owners by means of a planned 
and compulsory exchange of 
lands...”’ 


The Law’s actual purpose, Dr. 
Shereshevsky suggests, is to bring 
about the same results of the earl- 
ier ‘“‘Acquisition of Lands Law,”’ 
under which: ‘‘Innumerable acts 
of injustice were perpetrated 
against those whose lands were 
thus ‘acquired,’ including the low 
values fixed for them, compensa- 
tions which has not been paid in 
many cases to this day’’ — and, 
“the bad and insulting attitude to- 
wards the Arab landowners, whose 
lands and those of their ancestors 


- from Jews! 


were confiscated, ‘quite simply be- 
cause Jewish Kibbutzim and Mo- 
shavim wanted to increase their 
holdings,’’ in the words of ‘Haa- 
retz’,”” 

Dr. Shereshevsky charges: The 
Israeli government ‘‘is only con- 
cerned with one thing: To remove 
the Arab rural settlers from their 
homes and uproot them from their 
lands, so as to force them to leave 
Galilee and the Triangle and go 
elsewhere, to the large cities such 
as Haifa, where they would live in 
the slums, as proletatrians depriv- 
ed of hope.”’

ISRAEL ROW OVER SKIT'S 
SLUR ON ARAB MINORITY 


JERUSALEM (P-O)— When the 
early Zionist fathers dreamed of 
a Jewish state with Jews living 
simple, normal lives without sen- 
sitivity and “Jewish problems” — 
did they also consider that such 
Jews might tufn the tables on 
whatever minority happened to be 
living in their midst, creating sim- 
ilar problems for them? 

An early pioneer to Israel and 
now one of its foremost humorists 
feels that Arab -sensitivity in Is- 
rael must be protected much the 
same as Jewish sensitivity is pro- 
tected in the Diaspora. 

Arabs Sensual? 

He is Yosifon, Polish-born but 
an Israeli for the past 41 years. 
He told the Jerusalem Post what 
he thinks of a popular Israeli skit, 
Lahaka, being presented at El Ha- 
mam theater. Some of the scenes, 
Yosifon insists, give the impres- 
sion that every Arab is a wife- 
beater, a sensualist and a homo- 
sexual. 

“TIT came out of the show with 
clenched teeth,’’ Yosifon told the 
Jerusalem Post, ‘‘too see dozens 
of cars outside. I ask myself why 
these Israeli Jews are enjoying it 
so much, and I am ashamed and 
embarrassed for them.’’ 

‘Makes Them Scarecrows”’ 

Yosifon concedes that the skit’s 





intention is to help the Arabs by 
poking fun at the Military Gov- 
ernment.

The 
Arabas must be given special pro- 
tection against mockery and con- 
tempt, like the Jews in the Dis- 
persion.”’ 

Aims at Jewish Complacency 

The skit’s co-author, Hayim He- 
fer, retorted to the Jerusalem Post: 
“The mistake that Yosifon makes 
is that this is not a program on 
the Arab problem but. on the Jews 
in relation to the Arabs. It is not 
aimed at the Arabs but at Jewish 
complacency. People who object 
to it are those who objected to 
Habimah staging The Merchant of 
Venice... 

“The way Yosifon talks, it is 
clear that his point of departure 
is to look on the Arab as an 
outsider. I’m determined to show 
that he’s an insider. The Arab

Jewish Boy Scouts Prove Roughing It 
Can Be Both Devout and Kosher, Too 


NEW YORK (P-O0) — How do 
Orthodox Jewish boys and Boy 
Scouting mix? Fine — and fully 
Kosher, too, reports Rabbi Louis 
M. Tuchman in Jewish Life. 

Rabbi Tuchman reports on the 
partic pation of 250 Jewish Scouts 
and leaders who took part in a 
recent National Jamboree in Col- 
orado Springs, Colo, They all ‘‘ob- 
served Kashruth and Shabboth 
during the entire Jamboree per- 
iod — not as second-class citizens, 
but as Scouts whose rights and re- 
ligious convictions had to be met 
by the movement which lays such 
great stress upon a Scout’s reli- 
gion and observance.”’ 

Bus Trip Kosher 
All the Way West 

Eighty of the group traveled by 
bus from New York, with Rabbi 
Tuchman, spiritual leader of Cong. 
Agudath Achim, Freehold, N. J., 
serving as chaplain and Kashruth 
supervisor. 

Advance planning for the trip 
included contacting the various 
communities along the way to in- 
sure kosher meals. “In addition, 
in order to meet any emergency 
situations, the Jewish Committee 
on Scouting sent along cases of 
gefilte fish and canned kosher 
chicken and soup. Fortunately, 


these supplies were needed only 


in one instance.’’ 

Thanks to the advance planning, 
‘“‘whenever we arrived at these 
points, our boys were served a 
wholesome supper and then pro- 
ceeded to the synagogue to con- 
duct the Maariv service. In the 
morning, following Shacharith, a 
very hearty breakfast was served 
and box lunches were supplied for 
use on route to the next stop.” 

Traveling Scouts Find 
Congregation Waiting 

Rabbi Tuchman tells specifical- 
ly of the group’s arrival at Col- 
umbus, Ohio. ‘‘We found Rabbi 
David Stavsky and his committee 
anxiously awaiting our Scouts. The 
boys washed up and entered the 
social hall for their first evening 
meal. After reciting Hamotzi, they 
sat down to eat a most delicious 
meal. Following the meal, the 
group joined in Birchath Hamozon 
and then went into the synagogue 
for services.”’ 

The biggest feeding problem was 
at the Jamboree camp grounds, 
Rabbi Tuchman adds. Kosher 
food could be obtained only from 
Denver, 50 miles away. ‘‘The co- 
operation of Rbabi Samuel Adel- 
man was most commendable. He 
succeeded in interesting a single 
supplier to send in first-quality 





meats, bread, cakes and cookies, 


and approved canned goods in or- 
der that observant Jewish Scouts 
might have as wholesome and as 
varied a menu as the other Scouts 
and personnel at the Jamboree.’ 

Kosher Food 

Kept Separate 
Food delivered to the camp was 
stored by adult personnel ‘‘in sep- 
arate sections of huge army field 
refrigerators and never came into 
contact with any other food stored 
there...Scouting officials were most 
cooperative and most effective in 
maintaining a spirit of harmony in 
the camp sites, regardless of the 





type of food which was eaten by 
the various Scouts. 

One reward of the trip for Rab- 
bi Tuchman was “‘the thrill (of) 
witnessing more than 2,500 Jewish 
Scouts, leaders, and guests attend- 
ing services, under the skies, at 
the foot of Pike’s Peak, reminis- 
cent of our patriarchs, of whom we 
read time and again that their 
walks in the fields were invaria- 
bly for the purpose of prayer.”’ 

But his principal reward was to 
learn: ‘‘Community after commu- 
nity began to feel the lively spirit 
of Judaism through their meetings 
with these Scouts. 

“The Scouts, in turn, proved

Hefer insists that ‘‘people with

Still, Yosifon pledges to continue 
protests against the skit. ‘“‘The 
Arab is on the road to real and 
complete integration, but there are 
deep holes on the way and this 
is one of them. In a few years’ 
time, it might be different.” 

However, Yosifon opposes the 
idea of state action or public cen- 
sorship. ‘‘This would be an evil 
far worse than the disease.” 





Why Always on Saturday? 


What with Sunday Blue Laws 
gaining ahead in U.S., it was en- 
couraging to find out that in Cana- 
da, observant Jews are fighting 
for their rights in the educational 
field if not in the business world. 


The Religious Welfare Commit- 
tee of the Canadian Jewish Con- 
gress, has brought up the issue of 
Saturday exams and contests, for 
high school students, to the Cana- 
dian Mathematical Congress in 
Montreal. They pointed out that 
observant students are automat- 
ically counted out and prevented 
from competing where they are 
qualified to do so in every other 
aspect. 

Although decision on this mat- 
ter is still pending, the Committee 
was successful in convincing the 
authorities of McGill University, 
for the first time, that College 
Board Entrance Exams should be 
given during the week as well as 
on Saturday. As of December 1961, 
Sunday will be given as an alter- 
nate day for examinees. 





New Air Force Manual 
SOP’s Hebrew Schools 


YOKOTA, JAPAN (P-O) —That 
traditional phrase of military 
ways, ‘“‘standard operating pro- 
cedures,’ is being applied to Jew- 
ish education. 


“SOP 25” issued by the chap- 
lain of the U. S. Air Force Base 
here lays down “the responsibil- 
ities and standing procedures for 
the operation of a Religious School 
adequate for Jewish military and 
civilian personnel.’’ It was _ for- 
warded by Chaplain Arthur Lang- 
enauer to the New York offices of 
the American Association for Jew- 
ish Education. 

Rabbi Langenauer’s own func- 
tions are spelled out by the SOP. 
It details his task to supervise and 
operate ‘‘a graded Jewish school’”’ 
}and ‘‘schedule and insure the con- 
ducting of a Religious Leadership 
training program adequate for in- 
suring and maintaining a quali- 
fied, competent, and capable 
teaching staff within the Religious 


Sunday Exemption 
For Sabbatarians 


NEW YORK (P-0)—Among the 
brighter aspects of otherwise 
gloomy Supreme Court affirma. 
tion of Sunday-closing laws ig 
some Catholic support for exemp- 
tion of Sabbatarians from the 
laws application. 
The Boston ‘Pilot’? — organ of 
the area’s Roman Catholic Arch. 
diocese — editorially endorsed the 
idea of exemption of Jews, Sev. 
enth Day Adventists and other 
Sabbatarians from _ Sunday-closing 
laws found Constitutional in a re- 
cent Supreme Court decision. 
This is the first major Catholie 
support for such exemptions, 
points out a report of the Amer. 
ican Jewish Congress, Written by 
Leo Pfeffer, AJC’s general coun- 
sel, the report forecasts three like- 
ly developments to watch for in 
the wake of the high court rul- 
ing: 
1. A temporary spurt to enact 
new blue laws and tighten their 
enforcement. 
2. Conversely, drives to ‘‘mod- 
ernize’’ Sunday closing laws by 
exempting additional varieties of 
commercial activity. 
3. Intensified effort for exemp- 
tion of those who observe Saturday 
as their religious day of rest. 
The Supreme Court might even 
some day modify its decision per- 
mitting biue laws, Pfeffer points 
out. Grounds for such hope were 
laid in the majority decision, 
which stated that any compulsory- 
closing statute might be held un- 
Constitutional if it could be shown 
that its purpose is ‘‘to use the 
State’s coercive power to aid re- 
ligion.”’
